2 Thb present application relates to a rear plate of a plasma display panel comprising, a glass 
substrate electrodes, a dielectric layer, barrier ribs formed through etching, and phosphor layers 
with each pait having a specific composition, electrical properties, a thermal expansive coefficient 
a etching rate, and a average particle diameter of raw materials, wherein the dielectric layer and 
barrier ribs are made from a green tape. 

3 Dl discloses a plasma display panel comprising a phosphor material of BaSrMgA10:Eu and 
D2 discloses a plasma display panel comprising a dielectric layer made from the glass paste of a 
glass powder and a binder resin. 

4. In view of the prior art, the subject matters of claims 1-4 appear to be novel in the sense of 
Article 33(2) PCX. 

5 None of the documents cited in the ISR discloses a specific composition, electrical properties, a 
thermal expansive coefficient, a etching rate and a average particle diameter of raw materials ot 
whole individual parts composing a rear plate of a plasma display panel, and also the method tor 
forming the dielectric layer and bairier ribs using a green tape and co-firing. Since these teaching 
are not rendered obvious from the prior art, the subject matter of claim 1-4 appears to involve an 
inventive step in the sense of article 33(3) PCX. 

6. Xhe subject matters of claims 1-4 appears to be industrially applicable in the sense of Article 
33(4) PCX. 
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
